ENGLAND SWEEPS CARD LEGISLATION IS SLOW. 


Of Twelve Proposed Bilis British 
| House Passes Two. 


Record Up To Saturday's Adjourn- 


Passage of Pensions Bill and trish 
Universities Act — Eight Hour 
Measure for Miners Progressed 
Favorably. 


London, Aug. 4.—Of twelve import- 
ant measures foreshadowed in the 
King’s speech at the opening of Par- 
liament in January, just two had 
been passed up to the adjournment 
Saturday for the summer vacation 
These were the Irish universities bill 
and the old age pensions bill, neither 
of which was opposed in principle by 
the Opposition, although the House 
of Lords amended some clauses. of 


| the pensions bill, only, however, to 


have them rejected by the House of 
Commons and to accept the rejections 
when the bill was returned to the 
Lords in its original form. 

The old age pensions will become 
operative Jan. 1, 1909, so that 
three months will be chargeable to 
the present financial year, and no 
great increase in the budget will be 
necessitated. For tbe first full year, 
however, the Ministers estimate that 
six million pounds sterling (about 
$30,000,000), will have to be found. 

There were many minor bills pass- 
ed, although the first part of the 
session had been fruitless, but the ex- 
tensions have been put off until the 
autumn sitting. These include the 
licensing bill, which reached the com- 
mittee stage and was strenuously op- 
posed in the House of Commons; and 
unless it is radically amended it will 
be thrown out by the House of Lords. 

Next in importance comes the edu- 
cation bill, on which, however, an 
effort is being made to reach a com- 
promise. 

The Government got well forward 
on the measure to establish the 
eight-hour day in the coal mines, 

The port of London bill reached the 

committee stage in the House of Com- 
mons. The bill proposed to establish 
a new port of entry in London, which 
will extend river accommodation to 
shipping, so if necessary new docks 
may be censtructed. Under the bill 
the purchase of docks will not be com- 
pulsory. 
The children’s bill, which aims at 
the abolishment of juvenile smoking, 
the discontinuance of the practice of 
sending children under 16 years of 
age to jail, the establishment of chil- 
dren’s courts, and making better the 
supervision of children’s homes, is 
another measure which will take up 
some time at the fall session.

Winnipeg. Aug 1.—Pricked by 
overcharged conscience into an ad- 
mission of guilt, Alfred H. Wood, 


laged 29, a tinsmith employed in the 
O.N.R. shops, who has a wife and 
children at his liome in West Toron- 
to, told Magistrate Daly in court 
yesterday morning that it was he 
who so brutally assaulted Mrs. Chris- 
tina Wilson on Wellington crescent, 
four weeks ago, and not James Wal- 
lace Tollman, who had already been 
sent up for trial on the charge. 

Tollman closely resembled Wood 


and was arrested some time ago and 
committed for trial. Other assaults, 
however, occurred’ and Wood was | 
eaught red-handed two days ago. He 
was identified by several women 
whom he had attacked and then made | 
a clean confession. 


Wood admitted four other charges | 
of indecent assault and exposure, and 
the court lost no time in imposing 
the maximum punishment of two 
years in the Manitoba Penitentiary, 
with 36 lashes, 24 during the first 
year and 12 during the last year of 
his sentence. 

On two other charges he was bound 
over in the sum of $200 each to ap- 
pear for sentence when called upon. 

The prisoner admitted having serv- 
ed 18 months in the @entral Prison, 
Toronto, for theft. 

Mrs. Wilson is in a delicate condi- 
tion and the magistrate congratulated 
the prisoner that it was not a man- 
slaughter case. 

Tollman was set free by Judge 
Myers, before whom he had been sent 
for trial.

WAS RIEL’S SON. 


Only Survivor of Northwest Rebel’s 

Family Dies at St. Boniface. 
_ Winnipeg, Aug. 1.—The last of the 
immediate family of Louis Riel, the 
famous rebel leader who helped make 
history in 1860 and 1885 in the Cana- 
dian Northwest, died yesterday, when 
his only son, Jean Louis Riel,, died 
in St. Boniface Hospital. He was 
born in Montana 36 years ago, dur- 
ing his father’s residence there, fol- 
lowing the first rebellion. He was 
well edueated and finally took up 
the profession of a civil engineer. A 
few months ago he went to Quebec, 
where he married Mile. Laura Caz- 
eau, a sweetheart of his youth, and 
the couple had just come here to take 
up life together. 

Young Riel was working at his pro- | 
fession on the new line of the Grand | 
Trunk Pacific Railroad when he was 
taken ill, following a severe cold.

Seven Thousand Persons Are Home- 
less, and Losses Will Exceed $65,- 
000,000—Hosmer is Also Heavy 
Sufferer—Prisoners In Jails Are 
Set Free—Other Cities Are Rush- 
ing Assistance to Stricken Towns. 


Nelson, B.C., Aug. 4.—The latest 
news from the Crow’s Nest Pass dis- 
aster shows a death list of 62, which 
will probably be increased to 70 or 
80. 

The property loss exceeds five mil- 
lion dollars. 

About seven thousand people 
homeless. 

Fernie and Michel have been wiped 
out. 

Coal Creek, five miles east 
Fernie, is also destroyed. 

Hosmer lost some ten houses, and 
the Coal Company’s surface works 
were destroyed. 

The powder magazine at Hosmer 
exploded, killing one man. 

The five black hand suspects who 
were in Fernie jail were brought in 
irons to Cranbrook, and will be 
brought on here. The other prison- 
ers were given their liberty. 

Two hundred refugees will reach 
here this evening, and will be housed 
and looked after. 

Nelson raised $2,000 yesterday, and 
sent Alderman MeMorris and two 
carloads of food and clothing to the 
scene. 

Vancouver wired $5,000, and Spo 
kane rushed in a carload of provi- 
sions.

The fact of that build- 
ing being isolated and surrounded by 
spagious lawns, suggesting it to the 
panic-stricken people as the only 
place in town that offered the slight- 
est hope of refage Willing volun- 
teers ascended to the roof and fought 
like heroes for hours amid the scorch- 
The 
water pressure remained good and 
several lines of hose poured tons of 
water on the structure. 

“The large new court house and the 
new postoffice and customs building 
were directly opposite and it was 
while these were burning that the 
greatest danger existed. 

“Again and again swirling masses 
of sparks found entrance to the attic 
and a bucket brigade did yeoman 
work in quenching them. Store after 
store and hotel after hotel caught, 
and despite the efforts on the part of 
the fire fighters they fell one by one, 
until,not a buikling of any description 
or kind remains standing north of 
Walmsley street save the residences 
of W. R. Ross, M.P.P., D, V, Mott, 
the Catholic priests’, Coal Company 
office, residence of J. T. Telfer and 
the Western Canada Wholesale Co. 

“The scene at night was awe-inspir- 
ing, the lumber piles in West Fernie 
blazing fiercely, the mountains on 
every side a mass of flames and the 
town itself lighted up by the smould- 
ering ruins.” 

The Nelson (B.C.) Daily News re- 
porter wires from Cranbrook, B.C., 
as follows: 

“Having seen the results of the ca- 
lamity at Fernie, I-must say that it 
is more entirely extensive than any 
report gave reason to believe. 

“Tt is a disaster not paralleled in 
the interior of British Columbia, and 
one calls for the promptest action on 
the part of the public. 

“Some three thousand people, most- 
ly women and children, have to be 
housed and cared for until they shall 
have time to look about them. These 
are being shipped to Cranbrook, 
where every public and nearly all the 
private houses are being used as 
temporary shelters for the homeless 
and in many cases naked refugees. 

“Hundreds slept Sunday night in 
the open without blankets or cover- 
ing of any sort. Relief committees 
have been organized and food is be- 
ing supplied to all. Special consta- 
bles have been sworn in and _ the 
town or what is left of it is orderly. 

“The relief committee organized by 
Mayor Fink has got away two trains 
filled with provisions of every kind— 
blankets, stoves, flour and all the 
simple requirements. There are many

Too Much for Their Money. 

The dead letter office is being flood- | 
ed with letters bearing only half of a 
Tercentenary stamp. This stamp is 
about twice the size of a regular two- 
cent stamp, and bears the heads of 
both the King and Queen. Evidently 
some people cannot see the use for so 
large a stamp on so small a letter and 
the practice has become common of 
cutting the stamps in two, with the 
King’s head on one half and the 
Queen's on the other, and make one 
two-cent stamp be the postage for 
two letters. The regulation forbids 
stamps mutilated in any way being 
used on letters, so all the letters with 
only half a stamp on will go to the} 
dead-letter office, and be returned to 
the person who sent them, Already a 
great number have comein.

Montreal, Aug. 3.—Lord Roberts has 
canceled all western engagements and 
will sail from Quebee on the Empress 
of Britain on Friday next, for home 

The field marshal received a cable- 
gram from Lady Roberts strongly 
urging her husband against the west- 
ern trip, and “this, coupled with his 
physician’s advice, his lordship de- 
cided to return almost immediately

ever, left yesterday morning for Otla- 
wa, and will remain at Rideau Hal)

several days, probably leaving for the 
ancient capital direct. As it is, it is 
not supposed that any great festivi- 
ties will take place in Ottawa. 

The field marshal was in_ pretty 
good health when he drove down to 
the station, Vice-President McNichol’s 
private car being attached to the 
Vancouver regular train, and when 
the train moved out “‘Bobs’’ was the 
recipient of a very hearty cheer from 
those who had gathered to see the 
send-off. Very few knew, however, 
the hour of departure, and many 
thousands were deprived of the pleas- 
ure of wishing godspeed to the idol of 
the British army. Capt. Dawney, 
-D.C. to the commander, and Lady 
oberts were also of the party. 
Before stepping on board the train 
Lord Roberts expressed his deep re- 
grets to the people of Canada, in be- 
ing compelled to cancel so many en- 
gagements and thus disappoint ‘so 
many kind friends. 

Ottawa, Aug. 3.—Lord Roberts ar- 
tived in Ottawa yesterday, but it has 
been decided to cancel plans for his | 
proposed visit to Toronto, London 
and westward to Banff. He will re- 
main in Ottawa till Friday next, 
when he will leave for Montreal, sail- 
ing from that city on Saturday, the 
8th, on the Empress of Britain. 
While no absolutely definite an- 
nouncement has been made it is not 
expected that he will take part in 
any public functions apart from a| 
state dinner which His Excellency 
Earl Grey will give in his honor. On 
the eve of his departure he may ac- 
cept an_address from the city. 
Lord Roberts’ decision not to make 
the attempt to carry out his program 
is based entirely on the condition of 
his health. He has been considerably 
shaken by the arduous round of en- 
tertainments in Quebee and Mont- 
real and the intense heat, and feels 
that it would be unwise for a man of 
his years to take the long trip con- 
templated, with the public appear- 
ances it would involve. 

Probably one thousand people had 
gathered at the Central Station when 
the Transcontinental train from Mont- 
real to which Mr, David MeNichol’s 
private car the Metapedia with Lord 
Roberts and party on board pulled in. 
As soon as the crowd caught sight of 
Bobs a ringing cheer broke the still- 
ness of the Sabbath

The officials declare that some 
skilled labor is coming into the shops 
from outside sources. While there is 
embarrassment in some of the de- 
partments, it is stated there is no 
serious trouble in keeping trains run- 
ning and in taking care of the regular 
business of the company. 

Bell Hardy for the strikers declared 


yesterday: “The accession of the men | 


from the car shops shows how the 
wind is blowing. We have heard every 
day from the company about the men 
dribbling back. 
make statements of that kind about 
strikers coming out, for they come out 
in such a way that everybody can see 
and hear them.”’ 

North Bay, Aug. 10.—The C. P. R. 
strike has developed no new features 
on this division. At North Bay about 
fifty strike-breakers are at work in 
various capacities. Italians are be- 
ing utilized in rougher branches of 
work. 

Passenger cars have been fitted up 
to provide eating and sleeping accom- 
modation for strike-breakers, who are 
carefully guarded by C. P. R. police- 
men, 

The railroad yards are patrolled at 
night by guards armed with rifles, 
but no hostile demonstration of any 
kind has been made by strikers. 
Trains are moving on schedule time.

THAW’S TRIAL COSTLY. 


Millionaire Now Declares He Is Al- 
_/most Completely Bankrupt. 

New York, Aug. 10.—That a deter- 
mined effort will be made by some, 
at least, of Harry K. Thaw’s creditors 
to resist his efforts to have himself 
adjudged a bankrupt, is indicated, 
now that his creditors have recover- 
ed from the confusion into which the 
first announcement of the beginning 
of the bankruptcy proceedings in 
Pittsburg threw them. 

In his bankruptey papers, Thaw 
gives startling figures. He places his 
assets at $128,012, and his liabilities 
at $453,140, and asserts that he does 
not believe he owes the $453,140. He 
names thirteen creditors, and gives 
the amount which each one claims 
he owes. Of this number only two 
claims are undisputed. 

The attempt to head off the bank- 
ruptcy process, indeed, is already un- 
der way. 


A PRINCELY STOKER. 


Prince of Wales Did His Half-Hour 
Before Indomitable Furnaces. 


London, Aug. 10.—Throughout the 
week the Indomitable’s feat of cross- 
ing the Atlantic from Belle Isle, Nfld., 
to Fastnet, Ireland, in three days has 
been an unfailing fillip to British 
pride. . 

Reports have it that “the Prince of 
Wales went down into the stokehold 
in overalls, putting in his thirty 
minutes of stoker’s work—first pull- 
ing out the coal and then feeding the 
furnaces.”

LIST OF. SUCCESSFUL CANDIDATES IN 
HASTINGS COUNTY.

HASTINGS REVIEW. 


TOBACCO IN IRELAND, 


Government Has Decided to Aid In 
dustry by Money Grant. | 

Much satisfaction is expressed in 
Ireland at the announcement that the 
Government has determined to assist 
the Irish tobacco-growing industry 

Although the Government finds it- 
solf unable to accede to the reduction 
of duty on every pound of tobacco 
produced, a grant of money will be | 
made This money will almost cer- 
tainly bo administered through the 
Irish Agricultural Department, prob 
ably as grants in aid to growers. An 
announcement on the matter may be 
expected from the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer within a few days. 

One of the principal movers in the | 


matter has been Mr, W. Redmond, | 
M.P., to whom the industry owes its 
birth, and he is confident about its 


future. “Even if the rebate asked for 
was a form of protection,” he said, 
“T do not see why, under the peculiar 
circumstances of the case, it could 
not have been granted, But the same 
result will be attained, we hope, by 
another way. Whenever I brought 
forward a plan for a temporary re- 
bate on tobacco grown in Ireland, I 
found the Chancellors of the Exche- 
quer most sympathetic. 

“The rebate of a shilling in the 
pound was granted in 1898 for seven 
years, and was renewed under Mr. 
Asquith for another five years, But 
the area was limited to a hunderd 
acres, nd the work was regarded as 
experimental. The doubtful stage is 
being passed. It is no longer to be 
questioned that good tobacco can be 
grown in Ireland. Col. Everard em- 
ploys 137 men in the season on his 
tobacco, and Lord Dunraven is doing 
a notable work.”

The great Winchester (Eng.) page- 
ant, favored throughout with the bril- 
liant weather which has already made 
the summer of 1908 a memorable one, 
has been a triumphant success. The 
opening was attended by the Princess 
Christian and Princess Victoria, the 
Marquess and Marchioness of Win- 
chester, the Bishop of Winchester, 
and no fewer than fifty Anglican bish- 
ops from all parts of the Empire, 
drawn to London for the Pan-Angli- 
can Congress. The pageant consisted 
of a series of scenes representing Eng- 
lish history from the earliest times 
to the epoch of the Stuarts. King 
Ganufe and his court, William the 
Conqueror and his mailed knights, 
and the “Merry Monarch,” Charles 
II., with his troop of courtly saunter- 
ers, formed most successful episodes, 
and the oversea visitors were delight- 
ed beyond measure by the magnificent 
object lessons in the history of the 
Empire State. The episode of Henry 
VIII. was rich in its splendor, and 


the escape of Empress Matilda, daugh- 


ter of Henry I., was dramatically por- 
trayed. The pageant lasted for three 
hours, and was greeted with enthus- 
iastic applause. 


St. Paul's Serpent. 


There are still to be found in Malta 
a number of small stones shaped and 
colored like the eyes, tongues, and 
other parts of serpents. The super- 
stitious among the Maltese connect 
these with the tradition that St. Paul, 
when shipwrecked, was cast on their 
island, and that it was there that 
while lighting a bundle of sticks for 
a fire a viper fastened on the Apos- 
tle’s hand, St. Paul calmly shook the 
reptile off into the flames, and no 
harm followed. The natives, there- 
fore, wear these stones as talismans, 
in which character they suppose them 
serviceable in warding off dangers 
from snake bites and the influence of 
poisons. They are found in “St. 
Paul’s Cave,” embedded in clay, and 
are set in rings and bracelets, and 
when found to be in the shape of a 
tongue, or liver, or heart, are hung 
round the neck. They are also taken 
internally, dissolyed in wine, which 
method is attended, according to some 
people, by more immediate resulta.

Malacca Wild Cats. 


In the forest of Malacca and other 
islands in the Indian Ocean, may still 
be found the animal known as a wild 
cat. The upper parts of it are gen- 
erally of a clear yellow color, wit 
black spots, the lower parts are white 
with black spots also. On the back 
the spots lengthen, almost into lines, 
or rings, black on yellow. The aver- 
age length of this animal, excluding 
the tail, is almost two feet; the tail 
averages nine inches. Its height, 
when standing erect, is about twelve 
inches at the shoulders, and fifteen 
inches at the hindquarters. Its tem- 
per is mild and gentle; it plays al- 
most like a domestic cat, or rather 
kitten, chasing its tail, and amusin, 
itself with anything that it can ro 
with its paw.

Musk-rats In Malta. 

One of the most objectionable of the 
pests that intrude into houses in Mal- 
ta is the musk-rat. Everything he 
touches is impregnated with the odor 
from which he derives his name. In 
a wine cellar he is worse than a dis- 
honest butler, in a larder he is more 
destructive than a dozen cats. From 
pure wantonness he taints and ren- 
ders uneatable everything within his 
reach. His odor is 80 powerful, and 
at the same time 50 penetrating, that 
dozens of bottles of beer may be 
ruined by his merely running over 
the bottles. The musk-rat is a squeak- 
ing little animal who commits his en- 
ormities at night; and he adds insult 
to injury by disturbing the repose of 
the victims of his dopredations. 


Water Gate Restored. 

Inigo Jones’ famous water-gate on 
the Thames (Eng.) Embankment, built 
in 1626, for the use of the Duke of 
Buckingham, has been restored to use 
after a century and a half of neglect. 
It is a fino, historic structure, but it 
gradually became half-buried during 
the nineteenth century, a8 the arch 
of Severus was slowly immersed by 
the rising ground of the Roman For- 
um, Workmen have been clearing 
away the accumulated earth, with a 
view to the use of the steps and gate 
by the King.

“Jealousy is cruel as the grave; the 
coals thereof are coals of fire, a most 
vehement flame” (Song viil, 6).

tinue a little longer. The Lord Jesus 
Christ is the anointed one whom God 
has appointed to rule Israel and all 
nations, but the time is not yet, and 
the devil is still permitted to be the 
god of this world (II Cor. iv, 4; John 
xiv, 30). It is a truly marvelous plan 
which God has unfolded to us in His 
word and foreshadowed in all its rec- 
ord, even His eternal purpose which 
He purposed in Christ Jesus our Lord 
(Eph. iii, 11). And the time will come 
when, notwithstanding all the rage of 
the great adversary and the vain 
imaginations of the people, He will 
set His king upon His holy hill of 
Zion (Ps. ii). 
During all this present age, while 
our Lord is still rejected and by the 
world disowned and we, like Joseph in 
Egypt or Daniel in Babylon or David 
waiting for his throne, are called upon 
to wait and suffer with Him, it is our 
privilege to have it said of us, as it 
was of David, “The Lord was with 
him” (verses 12, 14), or of Joseph (Gen. 
xxxix, 2, 3, 21, 23), or of Isaac as 
when the Philistines said, “We saw 
certainly that the Lord was with thee” 
(Gen. xxvi, 28). One reason why we 
are permitted to come into hard places, 
and especially trying circumstances, is 
just that it may be seen that God is 
with us and that He may be glorified 
in us. On the plain of Dura, where all 
the world was gathered that great day 
to worship Nebuchadnezzar’s golden 
image, the only people with whom the 
Son of God was seen to be were Dan- 
fel’s three friends in the fiery furnace 
(Dan. iii, 25). Saul humiliated David, 
and from being over the men of war 
he made him captain over a thousand, 
yet David behaved himself wisely in 
all his ways, and all Israel and Judah 
loved him. Compare verses 5, 116. 
Whether exalted or humiliated, David 
could say as Paul said; “I have learned 
in whatsoever state I am therewith to 
be content. I know both how to be 
abased and I know how to abound” 
(Phil. fv, 11, 12). Then see the snare 
that Saul laid for David in offering 
him his daughter for a wife, his one 
thought being that David might fall 
by the hand of the Philistines (verses 
17, 21, 25). David, however, prospered 
in spite of all the snares laid for him, 
and when Saul saw ft he was the 
more afraid of him and became his 
enemy continually ((verses 28, 29). 
David probably had these days in 
ndnd when he wrote, “The wicked 
pletteth against the just and gnasheth 
upon him with his teeth; the wicked 
wateheth the righteous and seeketh to 
slay him” (Ps. xxxvil, 12, 82), and 
many similar words. If we will follow 
Jesus fully we must expect to be 
treated as He was, even as He told 
us, for the servant Is not greater than 
his lord (John xv, 18-21). As He was 
made perfect through suffering, there 
can be no other way for us as His 
followers. “Unto us it is given In the 
behalf of Christ not only to belleve 
yn» Him, but also to suffer for His 
sake’ (Phil. 1, 29). 
We may be called to pass through 
fire and water, but Eis presence will 
be surely with us, and if only we will 
be silent to the Lord and let Him 
mold us He will be glorified tn us, and 
some day we will praise Him for 
uvery step of the way. He is a hedge

‘ Ceylon's Land-Leech 

It is nearly always the case that ex- 
ceedingly beautiful countries are over- 
run by different kinds of pests. Beau- 
tiful Ceylon has mosquitoes, said to 
be the most adroit and audacious in 
the world, and snakes, and a thous- 
and more plagues of poor human be- 
ings, but the worst of them all is a 
species of leech. The Ceylon land- 
leech is a thin creature about two 
inches long, and very nimble and 
flexible; it will crawl up a man’s leg, 
and traveling underneath the cloth- 
ing, will climb as high as the throat. 
They do not crawl like the innocent 
leech that was known to medicine, 
but rear themselves up on their tail 
to watch for prey and walk off to at- 
tack it with- amazing rapidity. In 
walking through the jungle hosts of 
them may be seen by the roadside, 
where they wait to victimize cattle. 
Horses, it is said, are driven half 
wild by them, as also are palanquin- 
bearers and coolies, whose bare legs 
are their favorite resort, the men’s 
hands being too engaged to pull them 
off. The leeches may be seen hang- 
ing round their ankles, from which 
tiny trickles of blood run over the 
foot. 


The Bajus of Borneo. — 

Kina Balu, the highest mountain in 
Borneo, rises nearly 14,000 feet above 
the sea level. Among the tribes to be 
found on the mountain are a very 
strange race of people called the Ba- 
jus. They trade in camphor, wax, 
gutta-percha, and india-rubber. The 
great source of their wealth is, how- 
ever, the edible birds’ nests, beloved 
by Chinese gourmets. One of the 
most peculiar of their customs is the 
christening of a cuild, A feather is 
inserted up the baby’s nostril, to tic- 
kle it; if it sneezes it is a good sign, 
but if not the ceremony is put off 
until another day. One of their most 
inhuman customs is that when their 
women are dying they are taken to 
the woods, and left in a hastily built 
hut, where only the meanest of their 
slaves may wait on them,

Eucharistic Congress. 

Following the Pan-Anglican, anoth- 
er great congress is to assemble in 
London this summer. This is the Bu- 
charistic Congress, which was first 
held at Avignon in 1882. It will be 
the greatest gathering of Roman 
Catholic ecclesiastics ever seen in 
England, The Duke of Norfolk is 
president of the reception committee, 
which is making preparations to pro- 
vide suitable accommodations for the 
large number of clergy who will at- 
tend. There will be present several 
cardinals from the United States, 
Rome, Spain, Germany, France, Bel- 
gium and other countries. The spe- 
cial preacher at Westminster Cathe- 
dral will be Cardinal Gibbons.

This 
is not one of the times. | Public senti- 
ment is wholly opposed to the acticn 
of corporations or organizations that 
ata critical time endangers the whole 
fabric of national welfare and pros- 
perity. The telegraphers are contem 
plating adding to the seriousness of 
the situation by also striking and 
more completely tying up the wheels 
of commerce. It is time for the 
Goyernment to take a hand and by 
arbitration ov other means prevent a 
stoppage in the most essential 
machinery of Canadian progress at 
the most essential period of its exist- 
ence. Whatever the merits of con- 
tending claims, that of the general 
public to a continuous railway service 
should relieve first consideration,

The appointment of a new tax col- 
lector this spring, followed by an 
audit of the town books, revealed a 
large shortage in the collector’s ac- 
counts. An arrangement was made 
between the council and the officials 
involved to protect the town, by turn- 
ing over their property to the muni- 
cipality, thus avoiding litigation and 
criminal proceedings. This has not 
been carried out to the satisfaction 
of councillors, and it was decided to 
institute criminal and civil action 
against father and son. 

A warrant was issued for the arrest 
of Martin, Jr., but up to the present 
he has not been located. Judgment 
was obtained by default in the civil 
action atid legal proceedings will be 
taken against the elder Martin to as- 
certain to what extent he is respons- 
ible for his son’s shortage. , 

While the positions of treasurer and 
collector were held nominally by fath- 
er and son, the latter kept the books 
and looked after the business of both 
offices and the father disclaims any 
knowledge of the wrongdoing. 

The bonds of both officials total only 
$4,000, and the agreement between the 
town and the guarantee company, 
binds the town to prosecute in case 
of defaication. With the eception of 
about $2,000, the entire shortage ap- 
pears in the collector’s F 

What became of the money is some- 
what of a mystery, but to speculation 
in Cobalt stocks is credited Martin’s 
Jr., downfall. 

Property and securities held by the 
missing tax collector have been turn- 
ed over the town, which will help 
to cover the deficiency.

| City. The two brothers, handenffed 
| together and followed by a crowd of 
men and boys, were compelled to 
| walk all the way from the magis- 
| trate’s court to the county court 
house, a mile away. Capt. Hains was 
arraigned on a charge’ of murder, 
and his brother, who kept back the 
crowd with a revolver while the cap- 
| tain slew the man he asserted had 
ruined his home, was charged with 
being an accessory. General Peter ©. 
Hains, father of the young men, sat 
in the court room and nodded to his 
sons, but did not have much oppor- 
tunity to talk with them. A remand 
of a week was asked for and granted. 

District Attorney Darren will vig- 
orously oppose any attempt to secure 
bail. He says that he will present 
the case to the October term of the 
grand jury and will endeavor to have 
the case disposed of by a speedy trial. 

Before the arraignment yesterday 
Harvey G. Rockwell, who had been a 
close friend of William Annis, the 
slain man, turned over to the dis- 
trict attorney of Queen’s county a 
package of letters received recently 
by Annis, in which he was warned 
that his life was in danger. It was 
said that the last letter received cau- 
tioned him against visiting the Bay- 
side Yacht Club Saturday. 

General Hains, a tall, erect, splen- 
did figure of a military man, stated 
that he had no fear of the outcome 
of the case and neither had his sons. 

“The defence? Well, Annis was 
the man who ruined my son’s home 
and was named as co-respondent in 
his divorce action. I guess that sup- 
plies both motive and defence.” 
Attorney Perey at this point made 
the direct statement about the de- 
eel which the old general had hint- 
ed at. 

“We have in our possession,” he 
said, “‘the ‘signed confession of Mrs. 
Hains. We expect it to be our prin- 
cipal defence. I cannot make the 
confession public or even intimate 
closely its nature until it has been 
examined by prominent criminal 
lawyers who will be associated in 
the defence.” 

From all indications the trial of 
the brothers will be even more strik- 
ing as a legal battle than either of 
the Thaw trials, for it seems that no 
plea of insanity is to be made. Dis- 
cussing the case, District Attorney 
Darren said: “I cannot see how the 
men can plead impulse or insanity— 
since the shooting was apparently 
planned hours, if not days, before it 
took place.

SANKEY PASSES AWAY 


| . 
Singing Evangelist Dies 


{ Aged Sixty-Eight. 


Famous 


Was For Thirty Years Companion of 
Dwight Was Pio- 
neer of Evangelistic Hymnology— 
Has Written Some of the Most 
Popular Hymns of the Churches— 
Was Quite Blind Last Few Years. 


New York, Aug. 15.—Ira D. San- 
key, the evangelist, died at his home 
in Brooklyn Thursday night. 

While Sankey had many successors 
in evangelistic hymnology, he was 
the pioneer. 

Ira D. Sankey was a son of Hon. 
David Sankey. He was born in the 
village of Edinburgh in Western 
| Pennsylvania, Aug. 28, 1840. When 
six years old he moved to Western 
Reserve Harbor, where his father en- 
gaged in a commission business. Lat- 
er his father moved to a farm and 
the boy assisted in the work. Sankey, 
senior, was elected to the State Leg- 
islature during the thirteen years of 
his life as a farmer. During these 
years the boy met a Mr. Fraser, who 


L. Moody and 


eouRey his first interest in a holy 
ife. 

In 1857 the family moved to New- 
castle, where the father became presi- 
dent of the bank. Here Ira attended 
high school and joined. the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church. Soon he was 
superintendent of the Sunday school 
and leader of the choir. 

His voice attracted attention and 
before long the Sunday school was 
overcrowded with people who came to 
hear his singing. 

In 1863 Mr. Sankey married a mem- 
ber of his choir, Miss Fanny V. Ed- 
wards, a daughter of Hon. John Ed- 
wards. 

Later he became secretary and then 
president of the Newcastle Y.M.C.A., 
and by the sale of gospel hymns rais- 
ed $40,000 for a new building. 

In 1870 at a Y.M.C.A. convention 
in Indianapolis, Mr. Sankey met the 
late Dwight L. Moody, with whose 
name his own was to become immor- 
tally associated. Their names _be- 
came famous throughout the world. 
No hall was large enough to cover 
the thousands who flocked to hear 
them. 

Congregations since then through- 
out the civilized world have raised 
their voices in the words of Sankey’s 
hymns. 

Mr. Sankey’s work was carried on 
for thirty years on both continents. 
In 1898 Mr. Sankey visited the Holy 
Land, singing at Cairo and Jerusa- 
lem. On his return the Spanish- 
American war was being waged, and 
he went to Tampa, Fla., to hold meet- 
ings in the camp there. In 1899 Mr. 
Moody died, and the singer-evange- 
list was left to conduct his future 
meetings alone. In 1903 he lost his 
eyesight, but for the last five years 
had not been idle, issuing new edi- 
tions of his songs and solos and pub- 
lishing the story of his Gospel hymns. 
The songs and solos have had an en- 
ormous circulation, over 50,000,000 
copies having been published. The 
songs have also been translated into 
many languages. Mr. Sankey’s works 
include The Gospel Choir, The Male 
Choir, The Christian EndeaYor Hymn 
Book and My Life and Sacred Songs. 
Among the best-known hymns of his 
composition are “The Ninety and 
Nine” and “When the Mists Have 
Rolled Away.”

At the beginning of last week's les- 


son we referred briefly to the love of 
Jonathan apd David as set forth in 


xvill, 1-4, and now we follow on te 
consider the love of God and of Jona- 
than and the murderous hatred of 
Saul. The great murderer is ever seek« 
lng to kill, but the great and only life 
giver is not only ever giving life. an@ 
life abundantly, but He is ever pre- 
serving and caring for the life which 
He gives. When Saul instructed Jona- 
than and all bis servants to kill David, 
Jonathan so reasoned and pleaded that 
his father said, ‘As the Lord liveth, he 
shall not be slain” (xix, 1-6). But no 
rellance can be placed on 2 mun pos- 
sessed by such an eyil spirit, and soom 
we read that Saul sought to smite Da- 
vid to the wall with bis javelin and 
then sent messengers to slay him in 
his own house, but David escaped and 
went to Samnel, and he and Samuel 
went to dwell at Naloth (xix, 7-24), 
From thence David returned to inter- 
view Jonathan and said to him, “Tru- 
ly, as the Lord liveth and as thy sonl 
liveth, there is but a step between me: 
and death” (xx, 3), for so it seemed as 
long as he was within reach of Saul. 
Jonathan could not believe this of his 
father, so they fell upon a plan to as- 
certain truly the purpose of Saul to- 
ward David. When, shortly after this,. 
Saul attempted to kill Jonathan also 
because he took David's part, then Jon- 
athan knew that it was determined off 
his father to slay David, and he com- 
municated the same to David by; 
means of the lad and the arrows as re- 
corded in chapter xx, 30-42, our special’ 
lesson for today, One cannot but think 
of the purpose of the Jews to kill 
Jesus and of how He escaped out off 
their hand again and again until in the 
eternal purpose of God the time came 
when they were permitted to do that’ 
which His hand and counsel had re- 
solved before to be done (Acts iy, 28). 
The death of David at the hands of 
Saul was not in the plan and purpose. 
of God, however much it may have 
seemed so at times. We may not know 
always just what His purpose for usi 
is, but He will make it plain, and wei 
may be quite sure that if we are abid-: 
ing in Him nothing that is not mm His; 
plan for us can ever reach us and all 
that is in His plan surely will We

These 
lessons were therefore a familiar por- 
tion to our Lord, as were all the Scrip- 
tures, which He loved to unfold to His 
disciples. That day at Nob the devi 
was on hand in the person of Doeg the 
Edomite, Saul's chief herdman, and he 
became the murderer of eighty-five 
priests, besides other men and women 
and children, by the command of Saul 
(xxii, 18, 19).. Abjathar, one of the 
priests, escaped and fled to David and 
told him the sad tale, leading David 
to feel that he was guilty of the death 
of all those people. It was then that 
David uttered those memorable words 
to Abiathar, “Abide thou with me; 
fear not, for he that seeketh my life 
seeketh thy life, but with me thom 
shalt be in safeguard” (xxii, 23). 
When we think of the slaughter off 
these priests of the Lord, the massacre 
of the babes at Bethlehem and the 
martyrs in all ages, we are simply 
dumb, yet tempted to ask, Where is 
the love of God @n all this? Then we 
remember that He said to His dis- 
ciples, “Fear not them whith kill the 
body, but are not able to kill the soul” 
(Matt. x, 28), and He has also taught 
us that “to die is gain,” so that some 
day we shall see that all this work of 
the devil brought noreal harm to these.

Abd-el-Aziz of Morocco Will Give 
Up His Throne. 


Defeated Ruler's Tribesmen Played 
Him False and Mulai Hafid Is 
Expected to Take Country With- 
out Further Protest—Usurper Is 
Now Supreme In Big Cities of the 
Country—Poor Artillery the Cause. 


Paris, Aug. 25.—News of the pro- 
clamation as Sultan of Mulai Hafid 
is taken here to mark the complete 
triumph of the usurping Sultan and 
the downfall of Abd-el-Aziz, the Sul- 
‘tan of record, who, according to the 
‘latest reports, has definitely given up 
the struggle and announced his inten- 
tion of retiring to Damascus, where 
‘he will await the turn of the tide of 
fortune before he raises his standard 
again. 

Gen, D'Amade, commander of the
